Presidential grade was ac- 
corded the local post office 
on Jan. 1, 1901, when it reach- 
ed third class status. When a 
post office receives presiden- 
tial grade, the postmaster is 
appointed by the president ra- 
ther than the postmaster gen- 
eral. 


Geo. B. Hayden was the 
first post master here by pres- 
idential appointment, with 
President McKinley makin Zz 
the appointment. March 21, 
1902, the post office name was 
changed to Upland, and Mr. 
Hayden was reappointed in 
1902 and served until 1913. At 
this time, the post office re- 
ceived second class rating and 
James F. Monroe was the new 
postmaster. Succeeding po st- 
masters were H. O. Blohm, 
appointed 1916; L. N. Kirk, 
appointed 1922, 1926 and 1930. 

Orton P. Brady was appoin- 
ted in 1934 and reappointed 
in 1938, 1942, 1945, and 1947., 
serving until his death in Ap- 
ril, 1950. In 1943, Mr. Brady 
saw the Upland facility be- 
come a first class post office, 
reaching the postal receipts 
required for the top rating. 

Mrs. Dorothy C. Grier(now 
Mrs. Richard G. Manley) was 
appointed acting postmaster in 
1950 and served most of three 
years. Mr. Ray was appointed 
postmaster in April, 1953.

So declar- 
ed Elwood M. Stone of Cuca- 
monga, criminal investigator 
for the U. S. Forest Service, 
when he spoke here last week 
to Upland Kiwanis club. 


Mr. Stone said many fires 
start elsewhere than in the 
forests, then sweep up moun- 
tain slopes to engulf forest 
areas. Of 628 forest fires in 
California during the past 
year, Mr. Stone said 10 per 
cent were started by campers, 
10 per cent by railroads, 5 per 
cent resulted from debris 
burning, 31 per cent were 
started by smokers, 8 per cent 
caused by the lumbering in- 
dustry, 10 per cent were in- 
cendiary and 28 per cent were 
from causes in the miscellan- 
eous category. 

No Boundary Lines 

One of the big aids in fire 
fighting in recent years, ac- 
cording to the Cucamongan, is 
the fact ‘that fire fighting units 
have ceased to observe fire 
fighting boundary lines 
throughout Scuthern Califor- 
nia. Now a fire is often fought 
by a number of units from 
surrounding areas which an- 
Swer a call for help from the 
district unit.

“Pat”? Brown’s Visit 


Partisan Democrats were probably thrilled with 
the appearance of Edmund G. “Pat” Brown in the 
county on Thursday but some Republicans and non- 
partisans who heard him were greatly disappointed. 


In a breakfast meeting in Ontario, Mr. Brown 
dwelt at considerable length on the so-called fued 
between Goodwin Knight and Wm. S, Knowland, the 
great trend in Democratic registration and discounted 
the ability of U. S. Senator Knowland to understand 
the problems of California. 


He recognized in one brief sentence. that “reforms 
are needed in the labor laws,” and admitted that 
“north” and “south” state legislators are divided in 
their solutions of the water problem. 


At this meeting and elsewhere in the county, he 
declared that strong leadership is needed in the gov- 
ernor’s office. He also listed eight general points about 
the need for more industries, more teachers and more 
efficiency in state government. 


With that, “Pat’’ Brown went on his way to other 
parts of California. 


We had hoped, that in the Ontario meeting of 11/, 
hours duration, to really learn more of what Mr. Brown 
might do as governor. Everyone admits that the state 
needs strong leadership. We were disappointed that 
Mr. Brown did not show himself as a “strong” candi- 
date. 


The fact that Mr. Knight and Mr. Knowland are 
not “buddies” is no reason why voters should favor 
Mr. Brown. Yet, the Democratic candidate gave more 
time to that point than any other one item in his On- 
tario appearance. 


Most people admire a public official who courage- 
ously enunciates his convictions. Surely that is one 
distinguishing characteristic of U. S. Senator Knowland. 
Currently Mr. Knowland is in the midst of leading a 
movement to give union members more of a voice in 
their own organzation. The fact that he has enough 
personal strength to speak out on this controversial 
issue, is indicative of his vitality in facing all issues. 


Mr. Brown, an adept politician, can count the 
Democratic registration advantage and is apparently 
willing to ride atop the wave without making any dis- 
turbance. 


He may, however, be alarmed at the surprising 
large vote Mr, Knowland will poll in the June primaries. 


The First 52 Years 


During its first 52 years, Upland has established 
the reputation of being a “conservative, fine com- 
munity.” 


Population growth has been comparatively slow, 
totaling 13,000 people now. 


Look at many Southern California cities, compare 
their growth with Upland. Some people, might ask; 
“What's wrong with Upland — it hasn't grown.” 


Instead of complaining about our slow population 
growth, we proudly point to the solid foundation that 
has been layed. Growth is certain to come and it is 
entirely possible that even by 1968 population total 
will be several times greater than today’s 13,000. 


While Upland’s first 52 years have been marked by 
conservatism, we are very appreciative of what the 
civic leaders of the past have. given us. In other words, 
a strong community foundation has been constructed. 
On this solid basis, there can be built a fine community 
of 65,000 people. 


Most families in building houses, according to 
plans, find it advisable to change those plans, here 
and there.
